Lexixotoh, Ky., Oct U— Riot x 
rampant In the camps of the 12tli New 
York, 1st Territorial and 8d Mississippi 
regiments for two hours Monday 
night A battle between guards and 
officers on one side and riotous sol- 
diers raged for nearly an hour at Cr.mp 
Hamilton depot, where 300 men 
from the regiments mentioned, drunW, 
drinking and armed with knives,, 
pistols and-clnba, had captured a Lex- 
ington & Eastern train with the ex- 
pressed intention of coming- to Lex- 
jngton and precipitating a battle n Ith 
the provost guard in retaliation for 
the killing of Private Henry Nygnn, 
Company B, 12th New York, by I'ro- 
vost Guard Alvin Kitchen, Sunday 
night, and, if possible, take Kitchen 
•from the county jail and lynch hiiu. 

When it became generally known in 
Camp Hamilton Monday morning tba 
Nygen had been killed, the privates o: 
the three regiments mentioned be cams 
very wrathy. They are not friendly 
to the provost guard, and especially 
they do not like the Kentuckintis 
The 12th New Yorkers kept up their 
mutinous talk until they had inter- 
ested many of the tough element in 
the territorial and Mississippi rem- 
anents in a movement for revenge. 

It was decided that they would gc 
into the city on the 7 o'clock tram, and 
they began assembling at the depot ut 
6:80. drunk and disorderly. Dispatcher 
Stevens at the L. E. depot leameu o: 
the intention of the moi- ;ust as tiiey 
boarded the train. He wired the Lex- 
ington depot, and Dispatcher Tomp- 
kins informed Cant Ciaines. provo»i 
marshal, who ordered that the train b* 
held, and at once telephoned to wvn 
Wiley, in command of the division in 
the absence of Gen Sanger. 

Gen. Wiley ootninunieated with CoL 
" Leonard, of the 12th New Yora, wuo. 
with his offioers and a guard of about 
300 men, wore, hurried to the depot, 
and gave the order to the men to leavt 
the train, from which the engine had 
been uncoupled and run up the road. 
They refused. Col. Leouard gave the 
command to his guards to "club 
their guns and drive the rascals out 
of the coaches." Leading bis officers 
and guarda, he rushed into the train 
and the battle began, the rioters fight- 
ing like demons with olubs and knives 
against the guards, until 90 or more 
them, welted over the head and in the 
face with rifle* and revolve* a, f»l
